When a woman purchases $10 worth 
of wooUn dress goods, $4 87 of that 
$10 represents the value of the goods 
and the renafning 16.18 of the $10 the 
amount cf the tariff. In ether words, 
should the purchase be msde in £ng- 
lard, where tfceie is ro tariff on 
woolens, the woman would receive the 
same amount and quality of dress 
goods for $4.97 that she paya $10 for 
in this country. 

ihis is because of the Payne-Aldricb 
ad valorem tariff rate of 105 par «fBt 
When the Democrats came into power 
in the House of Representatives they 
framed a bill which would reduce the 
tax on woolens nearly 40 per cent. The 
Senate psssed a similar bill. President 
Taft vetoed the bill, which prevented 
cheaper and better woolens to the 
American eonsanien. The Democratic 
majorKy of the Hooaa now preants 
the bill again. 

President Taft will have less excuse 
tj veto the bill than before. He de- 
clared on the first occasion that a 
certain tariff board bad net made its 
report, Ind that to permit a reduction 
of the duties might make it impossible 
for tha woolen nanafaetnrers to "pro- 
tect" their working men. 

The tariff board report justifies a 
downward revisica of Iba woolen 
schedule. Then since the president 
vetoed the wool bill there has been a 
aMii^^o' textile workers at Law- 
reacc. Mass , which has revealed be- 
yond arguments and beyond contra- 
dict lor. s that the woolen trust mag- 
nates have been fooling and cheating 
thepabKe all the tine. The strike 
of the $6. $7, and $8 a week men. 
women and children in tha woolen 
Bills brought to light the ftict that 
while the mill owners have been de- 
claring they were "protecting" thiir 
workers with fhir wagaa and dceent 
working conditions, they have been 
paying ;.them starvation wages and 
treating them almost ike tiilsMls. 

The last leg has been knocked from 
under. the wool tax ararumtint, ^and 
President Tatft has no excuse left to 
explain a veto of the Demccartic 
dpwnwfird revision wool bill. The. 
{'resident vetoed th« first wOolbttl btt^ 
for the welfaie of either 4sii Mi i i €ts 
woolen'mill workers, but at the behest 
of the millionaire woolen trust owners 
who contributed to his campaign fund. 
If he vetoes the newly introdneed wool 
bill it wil be for the same reason, and 
the people will so understand it.

Soap Jelly, Freshly Prepared, the Best 
to Use— Some Minor Points, That 
Mean Much, Well to Keep In 
the Memory. 

When the washing and' Ironing of 
silk is so easily done there is prob- 
ably nothing so practical and useful as 
the silk waists. When preparing to 
wash silk waists separate them into 
colors, putting the white ones akme. 
Soap jelly Is easily prepared, and Is a 
valuable help. It should not be kept 
for longer than a week, as it soon 
loses its strength. 

Have ready three bowls of luke- 
warm water, and Into two of them 
place some of the soap jelly. In the 
first bath plunge the waist, having the 
right side uppermost. Squeeze the 
soapy water gently through the fabric, 
keeping it well under the water, and 
paying special attention to the neck, 
wristbands and armholes. Wben the 
waist is well washed in the first water 
squeeze the water out of it. Never 
wring the garment. Turn it on the 
wrong side and repeat the process of 
waahing In the aeoond bath of soapy 
water. SQneese when well washed. 
Shake and rinse in clean, warzn wa- 
ter to remove the soap. "Then rinse 
in cold water, and if possible in run- 
ning water. In order to make white 
aUk a good color rlnae in blue water. 
Silk must be Ironed while quite damp 
or it will have a rough, unfinished ap- 
pearance. Use a moderately hot iron 
and place a piece of muslin between it 
and the right side of the silk. It has 
been found that a bet IroB jRtflows 
silk and gives a crimped, roegh ap- 
pearance. Iron the silk to give it a 
good gloss. Lace trimmings on the 
waist should always be ironed on the 
wrong side, as lace li iievw aapposed 
to bave a gloas.

This is the way: Put on suflEi- 
cient dean water in a wide pan, and 
let it come to a hard bolL Meantime 
mix up your starch in cold water to 
the consistency of thick cream, taking 
care there are no lumps. When the 
j water boils remove it from the fire 
I and instantly stir into it the mixed 
j starch. Keep stirring til! It looks 
clear— the heat of the water will cook 
I It without making a lump. A very lit- 
j tie lard, a quarter teaspoonful to the 
I gallon of cooked starch, makes things 
j iron a little smoother. But with or 
i without, starch made thus does not 
I stick to the Iron. It is worth while, 
though, to rub the Iron lightly over a 
I parafined cloth, to prevent any possi-

Hospital, Miss Lucy Sirams and Mr?. 
E. F. Clay, have sold "Hidaway," the 
home of the late Mrs. Anna K. Ma?- 
sie, at the corner of Vine and Scctt 
avenue, to Mr. W. C. Mavaie, mt the 
reported price cf S8,000. 

By the teims of the will of the laiu 
Mrs. Massie. the property was be- 
queathed to the Bourbon County Hos- 
pital League, and it was the purpose 
of the league to convert the building 
into a hospital. Several days ago Mr. 
W. G. Massie. son of the late Mrs. 
Masiie. submitted a proposition to the 
trustees of tbe hopsital to buy the old 
homestead, that it might be Icept in 
the Massie family. ' 

The trostees met with Mayor J. T. 
Hinton and to whom, tbe propoiition 
was stated at the last meeting of the 
City Council the matter was brought 
up before the board with the result 
that the Finance Comnnitte was given 
the power lo act in the matter of pur- 
chasing the old G. G. White properly 
in White Addition to be used as the 
hospital, the trustees of the hopsital 
having previously secured an option 
on the property at $6,000. 

The dipsoaition of the Massie 
property is almost an assurance that 
the hospital will be located in the 
White property, and it will only be a 
matter of a few days until the trustees 
will exercise their option upon the 
property. 

Tbe White property is admirably 
arranged for a hospital. The building 
contains twenty-three rooms and halls 
and is admirably equipped for the pur- 
pose for which it will likely be pur- 
chased. It is said that very few im- 
pKovements will be nedessary to make 
it suitable for a Lospital. while dn 
theatber bind if the Massie property 
had been retained it would be neces- 
sary to praetieally rebuild the house.

Poisoning D#fs. ' 

' The infliscriminate distribution of itoi- 
son ill this city with the view of destroy- 
ing the cur dogs in Paris was very much 
ill evidence yesterday morning, when it 
was found that several very valuable 
dogs as well as mongrels fell victims to 
the deadly "pills." 

"Jack," a very line black bird dog.ihe 
property of Coroner Rudolph Davis, was 
among the number, and several other 
fine specimens were among those slaugh- 
tered. 

7'he manner in whidh the poison is 
distributed jeopordizes the lives of the 
dogs upon which taxes have been paid 
and the miscreants who perpetrate such 
outrages should be hunted out and pun- 
ished to the full extent of the law. 

Ihe fact further d^iionstFates the 
need of a dog pound in which all the 
wcMthless curs in the dty could be de- 
stroyed withcKrt funning the risk of kill- 
ing valuable canines upon which taxes 
have.been paid and which their owners 
are entitled to prottlction. 

It is a very noticeable fact th9t 
whenever poison is scattered over the 
town the common curs are the ones 
that escape and the fine dogs suiter. 
The protection on fine dogs to which 
owners who pay the dog tax, should 
be far greater than at present and 
the city officials should take a hand 
in hunting down the party or partiesf 
whose ruthless hands are the cause 
of the death of so many valuable 
dogs each year. 

Several dog owners and fanciers 
have united with Mr. Davis and a 
fund will be subscribed and a reward 
offered for the arrest and conviction 
of the parties guilty of distlibuting

At Naples the tramway workers had 
struch; there was a long row of empty 
cars in the Riviera Chiaia, while on 
the Piazza di Trlomfo a crow4 of 
drivers and conductors had assem- 
bled. It was a noisy, boisterous 
crowd of Neapolitans, as lively and 
mobile as qnSeksUver. 

Higher than their heads, behind the 
garden fence, the glistening jet of a 
fountain hung in the air like a sword. 
The tramway workers were surround- 
ed by a larger crowd who wanted to 
go by tram car to the various parts of 
the town. All these, clerks, artisans, 
petty traders, seamstresses, denounced 
the strikers In a loud and angry tone. 

The strikers looked gloomy, and 
pressed against each other,^ hardly re- 
sponding to the angry shouts of the 
crowd. They climbed upon the rail- 
ings and cast restless glances into the 
streets over the head of the people. 
The striken resembled a pack of 
wolvea s afmun ded by dogs. R was 
clear to everybody that these people, 
wearing the same uniform, were bound 
together by a firm resolve not to give 
in; and this infuriated the crowd still 
more. There were, however, philoso- 
phers in tta midst who, whUe smoking 
away at tkelr pipes, tried to pacify 
the mora- vtoleai ap p oo eat a «f the 
strike. 

"Eh, Signor! What is to be done if 
th<^e is not enough money to buy 
nibcaroni for tbe difldren?^ 

Wrangling, Jeers, reproaches annd 
admonition were suddenly cut short; 
a new current swept the crowd as If 
reconciling it; the strikers looked 
glooHller atill, and p r e s sed closer to- 
gether. Yotoas I9 t&e crowd called 
out: 

"Soldiers!" 

With a light, dancing step from the 
Santa Lucia Quay came little gray sol- 
diers, stamping their feet regularly, 
and mechanically swinging their left 
arms. They seemed to be made of 
tin, and as frail as factory-made toys. 

The crowd drew back from the cars, 
tbe soldiers, like gray beads, became 
scattered alongside the cars; the 
strikers remained on the platforms. 

Tbe man in the silk hat and some 
others who surrounded him swung 
their arms wildly and shouted: 

'^e last time • • • mttaa 
VoJta'! D* you hear?" 

The officer twisted his mustache, 
his head drooping. A man waved his 
silk hat and ran up to him, saying 
somethlBg In a hoarse voice. The of- 
ficer looked at him askance, standing 
erect, and gave the word of command 
in a loud tone. 

The soldiers in twos and threes be- 
gan 'to |«Bf OB the flatfonns of the 
cars. At tbe same time the drivers 
and conductors were pushed off. 

This seemed to amuse the onlook- 
ers, who broke out into laui^rtw and 
whistling, wkldi, hewerer, oaly lasted 
for a momoit 

People drew back from the cars, 
their faces wearing a longer and older 
expression and their eyes wide open 
with astonishment. They all pressed 
forward toward the front of the car. 
Within a yard or two of the wheels 

I a gray-haired driver with the face of 

, a soldier could be seen, his cap off, 
lying on the rails. He lay on his 
back, his long mustache shooting up- 
ward. An adroit youth, with tiie move- 
ments of a monkey, laid himself down 
by his side; a number of others fol- 

i lowed their example. 

i The man in the silk hat cried out 

I something, the ofllcer looked at him 
and shrugged his shoulders. He must 

' replace the tramway drivers by sol- 
diers, but he has no ord«ra to westle 

\ with the strikers. 

i Then the owner of the silk hat, sur- 
rounded by people wUling to please, 
rushed toward the fusiliers. The lat- 
ter set off, approached those lying on 
the rails and attempted to lift them. 

A struggle ensued. All the dusty 
crowd of spectators made a lurch and, 
liowling, rushed to the rails. The man 
in the Panama hat pulled It off his 
head, threw it up in the air, and was 
the first to lie down by the side of a 
striker; he pitted him on the back, 
and shouted something approvingly 
right in his face. 

After him some gay, noisy people 
who had just come upon the scene 
began to throw themselves down upon 
the rails. They lay down laughing, 
making faces at each other and shout- 
ing something at the officer who, 
waving his gloves above the head of 
the man in tbe silk hat, was telling 
him something, shaking his hand- 
some head. 

Others threw themselves down upon 
the rails. Women deposited their 
baskets and bundles, boys lay down 
laughing, doubling themselves up like 
dogs trying to keep warm, rolling 
over and gettlBg dtrty In the dust. 

Five soldiers looked at the heaps of 
bodies under the wheels from the plat- 
form of the front car, then laughed 
convulsively as they clutched the rail- 
ings and threw their headi «» ta the 
air. They w«re now qnHa wtfka the 
tin, factory-made toys. 

Half an hour later trams ran noisi- 
ly along the streets of Naples; the 
victors stood on th« platfbrms, grin- 
ning; some of them passed along the 
cars, calling out politely: 1 

"Tickets!" 

The passengers who handed them 
red and yellow- slips winked their 
eyes, smiling tmd grumbling in « g|ood> 
natured way.
